Give Up Arms 


Illicit arms held by nomadic tribesmen living in the Fars 
highlands of southern Persia must be surrendered to the Army 
this winter by Government decree. : 

Army aircraft im November scattered pamphlets urging 
peaceful co-operation over the plains where the tribes, in their 
hide and goathair tents are now wintering. 


Tribal Jeaders have gone to 


Shiraz, the capital of Fars which is the 


centre of southern tribal territory, to promise full compliance. 


Disarming of the tribes is the 
last step by the Prime Minister, 
General Fazlotlanh Zahedi, tn 
fulfilment of his pledge tw 
re-establish law and security 
throughout Persia's vast desert- 
fands, 

Tribal disarming ts ta be 
completed before spring, when 
the nomads migrate to summer 
quarters in the uplands of Fars, 

No friction is expected to 
develop between the tribes: and 
the loval Army untts entrusted 
with the task. Bur the Govern- 
ment has drafted elaht cxtrn 
Betts Hons into the Fare region,
